tha t the fifth m em b er of the commis­ 
sion shall b e chosen merely “b y com­ 
mon agreem ent b etw een the tw o gov­ 
ernm ents.”

McAlester, Okla.. Jan. 20.—Ju dge 
John R. Thomas, former congressman 
from Illinois; D. C. Oates, assistant 
depu ty warden; F. C. Godfrey, day 
sergeant, and H. II. Drover, Bertillon 
expert, were killed at the state peni­ 
tentiary by Tom Dane, Chiney Reed 
and Charles Ku ntz, convicts, who se­ 
cu red money and then fled from the 
prison. 
The escaping convict 3 were 
killed before they su cceeded in get­ 
ting off the prison farm. 
The attack on the prison officials 
was made at 4 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon. 
The three prisoners slipped 
throu gh thè store room in the base­ 
ment and u p a dark stairway that 
leads to the cafe at the entrance of 
the main bu ilding. 
They appeared at 
the door of the cage ju st as the tu rn­ 
key was locking the gate after letting 
ou t some parties. 
Thru sting a gu n in the face of the 
gu ard, they demanded the keys. 
As 
they reached throu gh the bars to u n- 
locok the gates, the gu ard. Jack Mar­ 
tin. ran for the warden’s room. 
Pat 
Oate3, the assistant depu ty warden, 
was the only officer in the office, and 
Martin told him to get a gu n, that 
three prisoners had possession of the 
keys and gu ns. No gu ns are stored in 
the office, bu t a gu ard was dispatched 
for 
firearms. 
Oates 
and 
Martin 
stepped into a 3ide room as the con­ 
victs entered the first of the su ite of 
rooms u sed by the officers of the jail. 
They ran into W arden Dick’s room, in 
which was Ju dge John R. Thomas, for­ 
mer congressman from Illinois, and of 
late years a citizen of Mu skogee, who 
was sitting in the warden’s office talk­ 
ing to a prisoner whom he had been 
called to McAlester to consu lt. 
The 
w nvicts ru shed into the room and de­ 
manded that all present pu t u p their 
hands. 
Ju dge Thomas responded and 
begged that he be not killed, bu t in 
the fight that followed he was shot 
throu gh the heart. 
Day Sergeant Godfrey and Parole 
Clerk Rice were in the room and they 
pu t u p their hands at the convicts’ 
bidding. As one of the convicts made 
a half tu rn of the body Godfrey at­ 
tempted to grasp him and the sergeant 
was shot throu gh the head by another 
convict. The stenographer, Mary Fos­ 
ter, who had ru n into the warden’s 
office to get away from the convicts, 
was cornered and, placing her in their 
arms, with Rice in front the prisoners 
attem pted to beat their way back tc 
the front office and to the entrance. 
By this time Pat Oates had secu red a 
gu n, and as they attempted to come 
ou t of the warden’s office into the dep­ 
u ty’s office, Oate3 shot and wou nded 
Ku ntz. 
The convicts made a stand against 
Oates, and as the officer tried to shoot 
they held the girl and Rice in front of 
them. One convict shot Oates throu gh 
the head, killing him instantly. 
Du r­ 
ing the shooting a shot went into the 
room where Drover, the Bertillon man, 
was standing. The bu llet entered his 
heart. 
* 
Unlocking the front gate, the con­ 
victs pu 3hed the girl and Rice in front 
of them and, getting Into a bu ggy that 
was standing at the driveway In front 
of the prison, the men loaded In the 
girl and Rice and lifted in the wou nd­ 
ed Ku ntz and started on the farm 
road th at leads west of the prison. 
They m et the keeper of the blood­ 
hou nds, George Richie, who was rid­ 
ing a horse. 
Taking in the situ ation, 
Richie dismou nted and began shoot­ 
ing, regardless of the girl and Rice. 
His first shot hit Lane in the head 
and he dropped forward on Rice. 
Chiney Reed, answering the fire, was 
next shot by Richie. 
By this time 
gu ards were ru nning and a nu mber of 
shots had been fired at the occu pants 
of the bu ggy from long distance. The 
girl, who was prostrated and also shot 
throu gh the thigh, lay in the bu ggy 
and was rescu ed in a few minu tes af­ 
ter the firing ceased.

MINE WORKERS MEET 
TO TALK OVER PLANS 


Biggest Convention In History 


of Hie Organization. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 20.—From all over 
the United States and from Canada as 
well, delegates to the convention of 
the United Mine W orkers have gath­ 
ered here for the meeting which open­ 
ed at TomlIn3on hall at 10 o’clock this 
morning. 
The general opinion expressed is 
that it will continu e for two weeks or 
probably longer. At the conclu sion of 
the convention the joint wage scale 
conference of miners and operators 
w’ill convene at Philadelphia for the 
pu rpose of negotiating a wrage scale 
for the central competitive bitu minou s 
field, which is composed of western 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana and Illi­ 
nois. 
John P. White, president, called the 
convention to order. 
The convention 
is the first to be held u nder the new 
law’ adopted by the convention of two 
years ago, which provides for biennial 
instead of annu al conventions. It will 
consist of more than 1,700 delegates 
from the twenty-nine districts of the 
organization. 
This is a record break­ 
er from the standpoint of nu mber of 
delegates. 
The most im portant item of bu si­ 
ness to come before the convention, 
of cou rse, is that of a scale of wages 
for miners du ring the next tw’o years, 
beginning on the first of next April. 
It will probably be several days, howr- 
ever, before this su bject will be taken 
u p by the convention.

Becau se 
of the delay in taking advantage of 
I the new’ street oiling law’ last year, 
nothing was accomplished last su m­ 
mer, with the exception of 
a 
few 
spasmodic efforts which resu lted in 
only a few blocks being oiled. 


The law’ was passed for the ex­ 
plicit pu rpose of compelling back­ 
ward property owners 
who 
were 
willing to eat du st to oil their streets 
if a majority in the block wanted the 
oil. 
The oiling may be done u nder 
this law ju st as any pu blic improve­ 
ment is made. 


The law’ w as written by Howard E. 
Barrett of this city and “fathered” 
by Senator Carey Jackson of this 
city. The need of su ch a statu te had 
always been felt here becau se hereto­ 
fore street oiling cou ld not be made 
compu lsory and it was very difficu lt 
to oil every block beeau es there were 
always some prostinating 
property 
owners who did not «‘arc whether or 
n« >t they “ate” du st. 
Oiling does a 
property owner no good u nless his 
neighbor oils also. 


The same process is following as 
in bu ilding a sidewalk of making an­ 
other city 
improvement. 
The 
act 
says that 
wherever 
the 
common 
cou ncil shall order a street sprinkled, 
the cou ncil “ shall cau se the neces­ 
sary specifications for su ch work to 
be done hear remonstrances, modify, 
confirm or rescind its original reso­ 
lu tion, advertise for bids and let tiie 
same for contract.” 


Another seetitm of the act pro­ 
vides that the cost 
of 
sprinkling 
shall be assessetl pro rata against 
the lots, tracts and parcels of Inner 
along the line of su ch street that is 
« >iled and su ch assessment shall be a 
lien on the property, provided that 
common cou ncil shall not pass an 
ordinance to pay for the improve­ 
ment ou t of the general fu nd. 


There is agitation in many qu ar­ 
ters ju st now for the starting of the 
system W’hich will bring to hear this 
new law in the near fu tu re so that 
oiling will be done before the du st 
flies. 
There is little dou bt, from the 
opinions which have been expressed, 
that many blocks will he oiled this 
spring u nder this statu te.

Chihu ahu a, Mex ., Jan. 20.—Ru mor is 
cu rrent that the ad v ance gu ard of the 
rebel army near Torreon has again 
been engaged by the fed erals. who ap­ 
pear to be ad v ancing ou t of Torreon. 
The rebels d eny this, howev er, and 
claim that the fed erals are still in Tor­ 
reon. 
Villa is ru shing all his men 
sou th as fast as they arriv e from Ojin- 
aga, bu t it is not believ ed that the 
actu al attack on Torreon will open for 
a week or ten d ay s. 


El Paso, Tex ., Jan. 20.—The first of 
the 4,000 Mex ican refu gees from Pre­ 
sid io and Ojinaga reached El Paso 
early this morning, when the first 
three trainload s arriv ed from Marfa. 
The others will be held there u ntil 
these trains can be retu rned to Marfa. 
A hog-tight barbed -wire stockad e ten 
strand s high, is being bu ilt at Fort 
Bliss for the prisoners. 
The prison 
camp is ju st east of the fort proper 
and is being piped for water, tempora­ 
ry kitchens are being bu ilt and light 
wires stru ng to illu minate the camp 
at night. The prison camp will be in 
charge of Colonel Fred erick Perkins, 
command er of the Twentieth Infantry . 
Rebel officials in Ju arez claim to 
fear an attempt on the part of the fed ­ 
erals when they are interned at Fort 
Bliss to escape, secu re arms and at­ 
tack Ju arez, bu t General Hu gh L. 
Scott has assu red them that the Unit­ 
ed States troops will he amply able 
to keep the prisoners in camp.

The cond ition of the boy s employ ed 
in the Alex and ria factories became 
su ch that they cou ld not d o regu lar 
send ee for tlfeir employ ers, who took 
u p the matter with the police of Alex ­ 
and ria, with the resu lt that confes­ 
sions were obtained .
